There is reason for the word 
of caution. 

In the first place, the late and 
little lamented Joe Stalin fre- 
quently said the same thing, ex- 
cept he was not quite so spe- 
cific. In the second place, the 
Soviets have kept the word 
‘peace’ continually in the air, 
trying, with some success, to 
make themselves appear to Asia 
and the Orient as the one nation 
genuinely proposing peace. 

Also, if he wished to settle dif- 
ferences, and to keep all trea- 
ties, as he said, he could quickly 
make an Austrian peace treaty, 
could agree to the prisoner ex- 


change and armistice in Korea; 
and if he really means the 
treaty pledge, allow free elec- 


tions and opposition political par- 
ties in Poland, which came un- 
der the Yalta treaty. 


Basically, therefore, there is 
nothing new in these soft words 
from that hard man, Georgi 
Malenkov. 


Privately, one learns our intel- 
ligence officers, while drinking 
from this stream of hope with 
all the alertness of Gideon’s 
tested 300 who threw themselves 
not down to drink, but who 
lapped up the waters and _ kept 
casting an eye backward, are 
deeply interested in the possibil- 
ity there may be a difference. 
The grist in their mills of 
thoéught and deduction is this: 


Satellites Drained 


One, there is no doubt but that 
the satellite countries have been 
looted by Russia to sustain the 
Soviet economy. The fact that 
nations which for years were 
food-plus countries, such as Po- 
Jagd, Hungary and Czechoslova- 
kia,.are now, and for some time 
have been, food-minus regions, 
is significant. That there is ad- 
mitted unrest and dissension in 
the- countries is proved by the 
continuing purges. 

With these countries in poor 
€conomic condition, the Soviet 
wélfare itself will be the further 
burdened. Added to this is the 
fact that while China has been 
sending in some commodities, 
the Mao Tze-Tung government 
still draws heavily on Russia for 
equipment, wheat and other ma- 
terials necessary for prosecution 
of the war. 

«Experts here note with inter- 
est, for example, that Malenkov 
used only 68 minutes to conclude 
- @ meeting of the Supreme Soviet, 
as against several days of dis- 
cussions by former conventions 
of this body. 

Obviously, Malenkov has his 
own ideas. It was he who broke 
up the program of the late Gen- 
eral Zhdanov who demanded or- 
thodox Marxism. It was he who, 
with Molotov, prevented Soviet 
participation in lend-lease. It has 
been Malenkov who has insisted 
that Marxism be watered down 
with the practical needs of the 
moment. If Russia needs to 
bring off a peace treaty in Aus- 
tria and an armistice in Korea, 
he will not hesitate to do both. 


May Mean Business 


Therefore, while his words are 
received with incredulity, com- 
ing as they do on the heels of 
the shooting down of British and 
American planes, and a week 
after the Soviet delegates to the 
United Nations had attacked the 
United States with the old lies of 
atrocities in Korea, there is the 
feeling that Malenkov, now con- 
fronted with the need to estab- 
lish himself and to carry out his 
own ideas, may need first of all 
& year or’so of relative peace to 
reorganize the satellite econo- 
mies and his own. 

So, privately, friends of the in- 
telligence and diplomatic officers 
are saying, “What big ears you 
have, Grandma.”’ 

There is no doubt but that they 
are listening for the next word 
from Moscow, as they try to add 
up the incidents, such as news 
of Mao’s decision to go to Mos- 
cow.

Brush-Off 
Of Stalin Seen

WASHINGTON, March 16 (PR— 
The - United States joined other 
Western countries today in chal- 
lenging Soviet Premier Malenkov 
to prove with action the sincerity 
of his inaugural talk about world 
peace. 

The State Department tempered 
its challenge, however, with 
a statement that it received ‘‘with 
interest” the assertion by the new 
Soviet leader that all issues with 
the United States and other na- 
tions could be settled peaceably. 

It noted also as of some sig- 
nificance that Malenkov in his in- 
augural address to the Supreme 
Soviet in Moscow yesterday ‘‘bare- 
ty mentioned’ the name of the 
late Josef Stalin, his predecessor. 

Other Western capitals, including 
London and Bonn. voiced a direct 
deeds-not-words reaction to Malen- 
kov’s unusually soft spoken 
speech. 

Congress heard trom Sen. 
Knowland (R-Calif) a demand for 
a prompt showdown with the Com- 
munist bloc in the United Nations. 


Knowland, chairman of the Re- 
publican Policy Committee, pro- 
posed the new administration 
move to have the VU.

He explained 
one of the seven would be named 
the presiding judge with full ad- 
ministrative powers and respon- 
sibilities in the operation of the 
court.

LONDON, March 16—Josef Broz 
(Tito), president of Yugoslavia and

A pilotless Navy plane will be 
flown by radio control over the 
tower as the device explodes so 
scientists can judge the effect on 
aircraft.

They Talk Peace 
And Fire Bullets 


Coming as it did on the eve of the 
tests of new atornic weapons in the 
United States, the “peace” statement 
by Soviet Russia’s new tyrant, Malen- 
kov, was well-timed for maximum 
propaganda effect. Not only will it 
divert attention from the tests them- 
selves, but it will tend to give added 
credibility to the Reds’ claims they seek 
peace and that we of the United States 
are the warmongers. 

Actually, Malenkov said nothing 
that Stalin has not said at intervals of 
about twice a year since the end of 
World War II. He made no specific 
proposals for peace, nor did he outline 
issues for negotiation. 

The very fact of a new regime in 
Communist Russia, however, offers an 
opportunity for new approaches in an 
attempt to find a common ground for 
easing the world’s tensions. The new 
administration in the United States is 
more free, too, to seek new solutions 
unhampered by bitterness of the past. 
Therein lies one real hope for a peace- 
ful solution to the cold war. 

But, as Stalin proved, words and 
deeds are two separate aspects of the 
Soviet approach to the free world. 
While Malenkov talks peace in Moscow, 
his planes shoot down Allied aircraft 
over Germany ‘and Communist guns 
and MIG aircraft kill UN troops in 
Korea. 

When we have tried negotiations, we 
have learned that the Kremlin’s idea of 
peace is one that is dictated by the 
Politburo and that the Reds’ slogans 
about “peoples’ democracy” mean com- 
plete submission to tyranny. 

Our best bet for avoiding a third 
world war still lies in building up the 
free world’s strength—militarily, polit- 
ically and economically—to the point 
that the Reds cannot dent our defenses 
on any front. 

Our hope for preventing conquest 
through internal subversion is to make 
the system of freedom continue to pro- 
vide the best basis for satisfactory liv- 
ing. Eventually, too, the contrast be- 
tween freedom and tyranny could mean 
the downfall of the latter. 

Patience, armed might and eternal 
vigilance still must be our course re- 
gardless of who rules the Soviet Union. 
That is why the atomic tests in Nevada 
have more significance to the cause of 
peace than Malenkov’s words in Mos- 
cow. With strength we can win the cold 
war and roll back the Iron Curtain to 
the Kremlin’s walls.

Irish Potato Blight. 


Benefited America 


The potato blight in Ireland was the 
tragedy of a great people. Between 
1845 and 1853 the population declined 
by. more than 2,000,000, partly through 
famine and disease, but mostly through 
emigration. 

Ireland’s loss was America’s gain, a 
strong strain in welding a new nation- 
ality. By 1880, there were 1,855,000 
Irish in this land. By 1910, more than 
4,000,000 Irish had kissed the Blarney 
Stone goodbye and crossed the ocean to 
become Americans. 

They dug our canals, they built our 
roads and our railroads. They blasted 
our tunnels and they built our cities. 
Adept at politics, they’ve been right 
active in governing them. 

Atlanta and Georgia have had, and 
have, their share of fine Irish citizens. 
There was Henry W. Grady—the fam- 
ily had already dropped the “O’”’—who 
said, “My father was an Irishman and 
my mother was a woman.” There was 
Patrick Lynch who quarried the stone 
for the first substantial buildings in 
Atlanta. And there was Margaret 
Mitchell. 

As John M. Harrison says in an 
article on the subject, “‘There is hardly. 
an institution in Atlanta today but owes 
some part of its beginning, growth and 
stature to men and women of Irish 
blood.” 

So on their day, anniversary of the 
death of their patron, Saint Patrick, we 
salute the sons of Erin, bless them, for 
their many fine contributions to Amer- 
ica including a general portion of humor 
such as when Paddy said of his boss: 
“Sure an’ he’s the foinest, aisyest-goin’

Great Britain and the Commonwealth 
on June 2, we suggest that Georgia offi- 
cially recognize the day and that the 
British Speaking Union organize a pub- 
lic program, modest and brief, to note 
the occasion. Perhaps brief talks by a 
local speaker and by the British consul 
and some music would be enough. 

Far be it from us to interfere in our 
neighbor’s affairs, but perhaps friends 
of Britain in Savannah, which has more 
historical right to such a program than 
any other city in Georgia, would like 
such an idea, too. After all, Savannah 
was British when the continent was pre- 
served for the English tongue. 

If we and Britain were enemies once, 
it was almost two centuries ago. Since 
then we have been bound in war and in 
victory. Today we are ev@éh more 
closely bound in the struggle for free- 
doms which first were won for the indi- 
vidual in Britain. 

The -civic clubs with international 
ties will surely observe the coronation 
with programs and cables. 

As has been said before, because of 
our world-wide gifts from the civiliza- 
tion of the Greeks, “we are all Greeks,” 
it may also be said that in a very real 
sense, in our views toward justice, free- 
dom and the dignity of the individual, 
we are all English. 

We do not expect all te i agree. But 
we think it would be a fine, decent and 
warming thing for Georgia’s capital city 
and the founding city of the 13th colony 
formally’ to observe the day the young 
queen is crowned in the great cathedral 
by the Thames.

George F, Kennan,. former ambassador 
to Russia and architect of so many of 
the successful policies that have checked 
Soviet aggression since World War II, 
be denied the American people? 

Kennan, with the possible exception 
of Charles E. Bohlen, knows more about 
the Soviet Union than any other living 
American. He is a career man who has 
made a study of Russia his life-work. 
At 48 he is ready to perform areRy serv- 
ices for the nation. 


However, because most of his serv- ~ 


ices have been performed under the 
preceding Democratic administrations, 
the man who masterminded the Tru- 


man Doctrine and the Marshall Plan is 


said to be ready for the discard. The 
new administration, it is rumorea, will 
not give him a new assignment.

confirming Bohlen simply because he_ 


served as interpreter for Roosevelt and 
Truman in conferences with Stalin: It 
might be mentioned, too, that he refused 
to concur in partisan blasts at the agree- 
ments reached in those conferences. 

If we must carry our political preju- 
dices this far, it is difficult to see how

ble foreign service of any sort, much 
less a bipartisan foreign policy.

‘‘We have gone into this Korean War, 
for instance, without either any budgetary 
or production plan for it...

‘‘Now that he is at home and in college, 
his only bitterness is when he gets talk- 
ing about how all his buddies got killed 
right before his eyes and how they wouldn’t 
have been if they only had some ammu- 
nition. 

Siang younger son is On an ammunition 
ship. . The day your article came out, 
we got a letter from him saying his ship 
went into some little town to give a load of 
ammunition to some Army unit that had 
gotten stranded there with ~ absolutely 
nothing.”’ 

The point is that the soldiers in Korea 
have for many months been writing home 
about the shortage of ammunition in Ko- 
rea. They. knew it. The enemy probably 
knew it. But the American people haven’t 
known, the truth. .

Budget Cutting 
Is Tough Job 


WASHINGTON—Budget Director Joseph 


M, Dodge and his staff now are knee-deep © 


in figures seeking to shave down the $79,- 
000,000,000 budget for the next fiscal year 
ee July 1 that Harry Truman left be- 
hind him. Familiarly 
enough, Mr. Dodge is 
getting arguments from 
the new cabinet chiefs, 
even as his predeces- 
sors did from depart- 
ment heads in their 
time. Arguments, that 
is, against some pro- 
posed cuts, After the 
budget bureau gets 
through with its hassles 

SS with the department 
heads, which probably will result in com- 
promises, then it must contend with the ap- 
propriating agency, Congress,.and there it 
must go through the argument ail over 
again. 

There certainly is an. earnest effort in 
the Eisenhower administration -to reduce 
expenditures and approach a~ balanced 
budget, This is epitomized in Budget Di- 
rector Dodge. A current illustration will 
illuminate his serious intent, as well as the 
problems faced by heads of departments, 
the cabinet members, that create differ- 
ences and difficulties at this _initial stage 
in budget-making. 

Take, for example, Secretary of Interior 
Douglas McKay. He whacked $54,000,000 
off the $616,000,000 proposed new appropria- 
tion for his department as submitted by 
President Truman, or about 9 per cent. 
This, however, was not enough for the 
budget bureau, which countered with a pro- 
posed deep slash of $200,000,000. 

This would affect reclamation to a con- 
siderable extent. To achieve _ savings, 
Budget Director Dodge would curtail the 
program heavily, suspending many projects 
now under way entirely. Secretary McKay 
argues that this‘is not true economy, as 
the suspensions themselves will cost money 
because the government is under commit- 
ment to pay off the contractors. 

Secretary McKay is a genial and ami- 
able fellow, but also peppery withal, and, 
being from Oregon, he is naturally recla- 
mation-minded from his background in the 
Pacific Northwest. He knows this problem 
intimately, and is capable of putting up 
quite an argument, which he seems pre- 
pared to do. He is further equipped be- 
cause, unlike most of his cabinet colleagues, 
he has had practical experience in politics 
and in government—in his state legislature 
and as governor. He knows about budget- 
making, both theoretical and actual. 

From his experience, the Interior de- 
partment head is dead-set against percent- 
age budget cuts straight across the board, 
slashing every item without consideration 
of the purpose and need of each and the 
relation to over-all aims.

Pulse of the Public 


Welfare of the Utilities Companies 
And the People Are Closely Linked 


Cornelia—A phrase in the closing para- 
graph of your fine editorial anent the new 


“PSC Appointee’ implies that it may be 


possible for a regulatory agency to place 
the welfare of a public service insfitution, 
under its jurisdiction, ahead of that of the 
community it serves—or vice versa. 

It is my observation that, at best, any 
benefits that might come from such discrim- 
ination would be very temporary and of 
short life. The welfare of the public service 
company and the people it serves are too 
closely linked to permit separate considera- 
tion and treatment. 

In fact, it is my humble opinion that 
when the regulatory body has disposed of 
its mature obligation to the community it 
will have, automatically, taken care of its 
responsibility to the utility. Conversely, the 
penalty of error or discrimination must be 
borne by both the public service firm and 
the public. Neither can escape for long. 


For instance, a rate that is unnecessarily 
high may assure a top quality service for 
those who can afford it but it robs the 
utility of the wider market that could be 
attracted by a more representative rate 
schedule. A rate that is too low deprives 
the community of service standards equal 
to the need and welfare of its citizens. 

So, where is the line of demarkation to 
be found?

Job Hungry GOPs May Force Ike 
To Scrap Civil Service Standards 


WASHINGTON—After 20 years of Demo- 
cratic control, it is easy to understand the 
disappointment of Republicans in finding, 
upon their return to power, that most of 
the top nonpolicy-making jobs in the gov- 


ernment have beén blanketed under Civil’ 


Service regulations, 
which means that they 
are not available for 
patronage. distribution. 
Nor can it be denied 
that there is some Basis 
for the complaint that 
most of those holding 
these jobs are or were 
Democrats, the great 
bulk of them having 
been brought into the 
government service un- 
der the past two Democratic administra- 
tions. While party affiliation was never a 
strict’ guide to preferment in filling all of 
the posts, it nevertheless is true that the 
appointments.of the past 20 years had a 
Democratic origin and therefore may be 
considered to carry the Democratic label. 

Patronage being what it is—the life 
blood of a political organization—it is not 
difficult to sympathize avith the Republi- 
cans in their plight. Party workers have to 
be paid off as a reward for their campaign 
efforts. The long, dry haul of the party 
has made Republican workers all the more 
anxious to get back into the government 
service. 

Hence, a view of Civil Service blanket-

ings, President Eisenhower. has been up 
against it_to meet the-demands made on 
him for jobs. To relieve the situation, he 
has already ordered the drafting of an ex- 
ecutive order to lift several hundred top 
federal jobs off the Civil Service rolls. But 
that obviously will not solve the problem, 
and we now have the word of one highly 
influential Republican senator that the 
President will shortly set aside all recent 
Civil Service tests through which Demo- 
crats were chosen 'to be postmasters. 


Democrats hear that the process of tak- 
ing Civil Service wraps off government jobs 
is to be extended far beyond this. Predic- 
tions are being quietly made that before 
the Eisenhower administration is a year 
old the pressure for jobs will be so great 
that most of the gains recorded in recent 
years in giving government workers a ca- 
reer status will be wiped out. 


‘It is fully expected, for example, that 
the nation’s 40,000 postmasterships will be 
returned to a patronage basis. Much the 
same may be true of thousands of other 
government workers whose jobs were given 
the protection of Civil Service under the 
Roosevelt and Truman administrations. 

How far General Eisenhower may go in 
the matter remains to be seen. If he yields 
to the job pressure coming from Republi- 
can senators and congressmen he could 
undo much of the good that has been ac- 
complished. Some of his friends hope that 
he..will draw the line before going too far.

Was 
it correct to serve hors d’oeu- 
vre without a drink? F. C. 

DEAR F. C.: New on the 
market, Amy Vanderbilt's 
“Complete Book of Etiquette’ 
offers 665 pages of thoughtful 
guidance to pleasant living. 

Almost every facet of social

Excessive Sweating 
Some individuals perspire 


| more freely than others. Their 
| hands and feet are moist most 


of the time and the use of 
underarm antiperspirants sel- 
dom is successful, even in the 
wintertime. 

It makes no difference 
whether the persons are sitting 
quietly or exerting themselves, 
the sweat glands continue to 
work overtime. But something 
can be done, especially for 
those who are bothered to such 
an extent that the abnormal 
secretion is annoying.

Variations along this line are 
apparent even in the same fam- 
ily. Of two sisters sleeping in 
the same bed under the same 
covers, for example, one may 
awaken drenched in perspira- 
tion whereas the skin of the 
other is relatively dry. The 
sweating apparatus of these 
hyper-reactors is stepped up 
greatly whenever they are con- 
fronted with conditions that nor- 
mally induce sweating.
